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Despite Albert Foulston’s 
attempts to live in Edmon¬ 
ton unsupervised, the Na¬ 
tional Parole Board reject¬ 
ed the convicted cop 
killer's recent appeal. 

Foulston, who was recent¬ 
ly released from a 20-year 
prison term, was denied an 
appeal of his residency con¬ 
ditions the day before he 
was set free. 

“His release was based on, 
as with any other offender, 
his risk to re-offend and a 
threat posed to the commu¬ 
nity,” said National Parole 
Board spokesman Darren 
Caul, adding the residency 
condition is the most re¬ 
strictive special condition 
the board can impose. 

Despite widespread pub¬ 
lic outciy, Foulston was qui¬ 
etly released from prison on 
Friday. Under strictly en¬ 
forced residency conditions, 
he is living in an area 
halfway house, though offi¬ 
cials won’t publicly disclose 
which one. 

On June 24, the “high- 
risk, high-needs offender”

will reside in a halfway 
house until January 2012. 

requested a hearing to ad¬ 
dress his release plans. Offi¬ 
cials conducted an in-office 
review instead, imposing 
residency conditions based 
on Foulston’s violent histo¬ 
ry- 

Foulston’s release was 
heavily contested by high- 
ranking government, judi¬ 
cial officials and groups. 

“We’re displeased that 
he’s out in the first place, 
never mind his residency 
requirements,” Edmonton 
Police Association director 
Toni Simioni said yesterday. 
“We want the strictest con¬ 
ditions possible.” 

Though Foulston didn’t 
fire the shot that killed 33- 
year-old Const. Ezio 
Faraone, the already-docu¬ 
mented violent offender 
drove the getaway car used 
in the June 1990 botched 
robbeiy that ended in the 
officer’s death.

Genocide a threat: Report 

Canada urged to intervene to prevent fallout 


Canada and the United 
States should recognize 
that genocidal disasters 
such as Rwanda threaten 
their national interest and 
they should be prepared 
to act against such atroci¬ 
ties, says a new report. 

While the United Na¬ 
tions has made much of its 
new “responsibility to pro¬ 
tect” doctrine, the new re¬ 
port says what’s now need¬ 
ed is “the will to inter¬ 
vene.” 

The first step to creating 
that will is the recognition 
that the fallout from hu¬ 
manitarian disasters can 
reach across oceans. 

“The chaos resulting 
from these atrocities poses 
credible danger to Canadi¬ 
an and American national 
interests at home and 
abroad,” the report says. 

Frank Chalk, a Concor- 
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dia University professor, 
recognized authority on 
genocide and co-director of 
the project which pro¬ 
duced the report, said the 
threats are obvious. 

“Displacement and the 
creation of refugee flows 
denies people pure water, 
inoculation, vaccination, 
treatment, etc., and cre¬ 
ates a vast Petri dish for 
the development of future 
pandemics and infectious 
disease,” he said. 

In a world linked by jets, 


contagion can leap 
halfway around the world 
in hours. 

“There’s also the threat 
of terrorism arising from 
these events,” he aded. 

The old idea that only a 
palpable, direct threat re¬ 
quires action, must be dis¬ 
carded, the 160-page re¬ 
port argues. 

“We need to redefine our 
national interest more 
broadly, not only to help 
failing states, but also to 
help and protect our¬ 
selves.” 

It said Canada has to rec¬ 
ognize that when all else 
fails, force may have to be 
used in the last resort to 
combat crimes against hu¬ 
manity. It recommends 
that Canada make preven¬ 
tion of mass atrocities a na¬ 
tional priority.

The author of a $ 100 - 
million white-collar scam 
has sent a letter to his 
9,200 victims, declaring 
himself “already dead.” 

Vincent Lacroix shocked 
a courtroom this week by 
pleading guilty to 200 


fraud-related charges — 
after the trust-fund manag¬ 
er spent years insisting he 
was innocent. 

As he began what could 
be a lengthy prison stay, 
the former head of Nor- 
bourg sent a two-page let¬ 


ter to the TVA network. 

“I was a megalomaniac 
and completely hypno¬ 
tized,” said a copy of the 
letter on TVA’s website. 

“I'm asking you once

frustration.” 

He added: “My children 
do not want to be seen in 
public with me. I am a 
dead man.

Teacher caught on video beating student 


Thailand A teacher was cap¬ 
tured on film beating a 14- 
year-old student and bash¬ 
ing his head against a black¬ 
board, sparking national 
outrage and pledges yester¬ 
day from education officials 
to crack down on corporal 
punishment in classrooms. 

The 50-second clip, filmed 
by a classmate using a mo¬ 
bile phone, was broadcast 
on a nationally televised 
morning news program. 

“Are you really going to 


stop!” the male teacher 
shouted at the student, grip¬ 
ping the boy’s neck in a 
choke hold and whacking 
his head repeatedly. 

“I won’t do it anymore,” 
the boy screamed after the 
teacher slammed his head 
at least four times against 
the blackboard as his class¬ 
mates watched, occasionally 
giggling. 

The beating occurred 
Sept. 9 at a private Thai-Chi- 
nese bilingual secondary 


school in Bangkok. 

The teacher, 29-year-old 
Weerapong Pongchanoh, 
expressed tempered re¬ 
morse at being “too violent 
for the public to accept.” 

“I feel terrible for what I 
did to my student,” said the 
teacher, contacted on his 
cellphone. “But I knew what 
I was doing. I did not use ex¬ 
cessive force to hurt him. 
Otherwise he would have 
started bleeding.”

May hopes third time is a charm

f there is a federal elec¬ 
tion this fall — and 
like the outlook for 
snow and below-freez¬ 
ing temperatures, the 
probability is high — one 
of the most interesting 
races will be in one of 
Canada’s warmest, if not 


hottest, spots. 

The federal riding of 
Saanich-Gulf Islands is in 
Canada’s banana belt: The 
average Januaiy tempera¬ 
tures in Sidney, on Vancou¬ 
ver Island, 26 kilometres 
from downtown Victoria, 
both highs and lows, are 
above freezing. It’s a nice 
place to come in from the 
cold, so you can see the at¬ 
traction for Elizabeth May, 
the Green party leader 
who has struck out cold in 
two previous attempts to 
get elected to Parliament. 

Three strikes and you’re 
out usually holds in poli¬ 


tics as well as baseball, but 
May has read the organic, 
herbal tea leaves and ar¬ 
gues that a Green party 
candidate is more likely to 
get elected in Saanich-Gulf 
Islands than anywhere 
else. 

At first blush, it makes 
sense. The riding includes 
that ultimate eco-hippie 
enclave, Salt Spring Island, 
not to mention Pender, 
Saturna, and Galiano, Gulf 
Islands, that have an exot¬ 
ic, almost mystical reso¬ 
nance to people living in 
Ajax or North Battleford. 

Yet does May really un¬ 


derstand what’s she get¬ 
ting into? She recently 
rented a house in Sidney, 
so the evidence indicates 
she’s been there, but as 
she walks down the main 
street, she can be forgiven 
for having misgivings. 

For right in the middle 
of the “downtown” strip is 
planted the very perma¬ 
nent constituency office of 
Gary Lunn, the federal 
minister of state for sport. 
Conservative Lunn has 
been electable money in 
the bank since 1997, while 
the Liberals, the Greens 
and the NDP have split the 


centre, left and the envi¬ 
ronment vote into various 
fragments. As in the last 
election, the Liberals have 
recruited an environmen¬ 
talist, University of Victo¬ 
ria climate change re¬ 
searcher Renee Hethering- 
ton, to muddy, if not foul, 
the waters. 

And Sidney is the retire¬ 
ment capital of the retire¬ 
ment capital of Canada. Of 
the 11,000 people who live 
there, more than 35 per 
cent of them are older 
than 65 — 63 per cent are 
45-plus. Sidney boasts six 
retirement homes, five 


cemeteries ... and one rec 
centre. These people aren’t 
big on change and that 
nice Gaiy Lunn will do just 
fine. One point in May’s 
favour — they’re all from 
somewhere else, too, so 
the charge that she’s a 
democracy-busting para¬ 
chute candidate won’t 
work against her the way it 
did in Central Nova, N.S., 
scene of her last defeat. 

I just hope she knows 
how to pour tea, lots of tea.

I'll be the first to admit I 
was somewhat taken 
with the 2008 Audi R8. 
Beautiful, balanced, spec¬ 
tacularly athletic and mo¬ 
tivated by a 4.2L 420 hp 
V 8 with a song to melt 
your heart. 

So I was a little con¬ 
cerned that its purity 
might have been compro¬ 
mised with the addition 
of a slightly heavier VI0 
in the 2010 5.2 version. 

Yeah, right. After some 
track time at Infineon 
Raceway in Sonoma, Calif., 
and a week behind the 
wheel of one here at home, 
I doubt that anyone 
shelling out $173,000 for 
this surprisingly comfort¬

O nce the law is 
in effect next 
month, it will 
be illegal in 
Ontario, like it 
is already in Newfound¬ 
land, Nova Scotia and Que¬ 
bec, to talk, text or email 
on any hand-held cell 
phone while wearing 
white pants. 

Sorry, got distracted... 
Better turn this off... 

The ban is actually on 
hand-held cellphones 
while driving. 

B.C. will be next to join 
the party. P.E.I., Manitoba, 
and Saskatchewan are 
mulling it over. Alberta 
looked it over and said, 
“no thanks.” 

One can see why this is¬ 
sue is not a slam-dunk de¬ 
cision for many jurisdic¬ 
tions. 

For one thing, studies 
continue to point out that 
hands-free is not substan¬ 
tially safer than hands- 
held. 

Even the Canada-based 
Coalition for Cellphone- 
Free Driving is not keen on 
hands-free legislation. Ac¬ 
tually they are more than 
“not keen” — they are ve¬ 
hemently opposed to it. 

“It’s the conversation 
that’s the distraction, not 
whether it’s on hands-held 
or hands-free,” says Dr. 
Louis Francescutti, the Ed¬ 
monton emergency physi¬ 
cian who founded the 
coalition. 

Francescutti adds that re¬ 
search has definitely 
proven that humans are 
not designed to multi-task: 
“We’re designed to do one 
thing at a time, and to do it

properly.” As he tells me 
this over the phone, I pic¬ 
ture a cave man, with 
spear in hand, stealthily 
tracking some suitable 
game, then stopping to 
take a call on his Blackber¬ 
ry, then getting run over 
by a herd of wild beasts. 

“When jurisdictions are 
looking at furthering legis¬ 
lation to increase road 
safety, they really have to 
look at the big picture,” 
noted Marc Choma, 
spokesperson for the Cana¬ 
dian Wireless Telecommu¬ 
nications Association. “I 
think you can tend to give 
people a false sense of se¬ 
curity when you start pick¬ 
ing and choosing (poten¬ 
tial in-car) distractions.” 


Of course this line of rea¬ 
soning falls into the “how 
can you legislate common 
sense?” camp. You can leg¬ 
islate cellphone use, but 
can you legislate other dis¬ 
tractions in the car, like 
cheeseburgers, vanilla 
lattes, inflatable dolls, CD 
changers, schnauzers, you 
name it? 

Technology also has a 
role. Consider Ford’s SYNC 
system, a voice-activated 
way for drivers to use mo¬ 
bile phones and digital mu¬ 
sic players. 

Kerri Stoakley, commu¬ 
nications manager, Ford of 
Canada, noted that SYNC is 
designed to keep the driv¬ 
ers' eyes where they 
should be — on the road.

“Drivers are going to have 
conversations, read maps 
and directions, and listen to 
music while they drive —

The skilled trade crucial to 
building homes — carpen¬ 
try — is in huge demand. 
While would-be tradespeo¬ 
ple learn on the job in 
some fields, studying at col¬ 
lege and doing an appren¬ 
ticeship might give others 
an edge. 

The Nova Scotia Commu¬ 
nity College offers a range 
of trades courses, including 
carpentiy. Dean Dort teach¬ 
es carpentry at NSCC and 
says the demand is high for 
qualified carpenters; the 
course itself has a year-long 
waiting list. 

“They’re not coming out

of here as full-blown car¬ 
penters, but they are com¬ 
ing out with a good base 
knowledge to build on,” he 
says. 

“A lot of them, as soon as 
they’re done school, they 
have jobs lined up. If you 
can’t find work as a carpen¬ 
ter, you’re not looking.” 

The two-year course gives 


students a basic tool box. 
They perfect their trade in a 
two- or three-year paid ap¬ 
prenticeship after gradua¬ 
tion. Dort says classes in the 
first year cover the basics, 
taking people who may 
know nothing about car¬ 
pentiy and giving them a 
solid foundation in the tools 
and techniques of the trade. 

“The first-year instructors 
start with a test that goes 
from as easy as two plus 
two to figuring out the vol¬ 
ume of a cylinder to get a 
feel for where eveiyone is 
at,” Dort says. The second 
year focuses on more com¬ 
plex projects like circular 
stairs, unequal pitch and in¬ 
tersecting hip grooves. 
Mandatoiy work terms give 
students a chance to try 
their new skills and make 
useful work contacts. 

“When they finish the 
second year, they are credit¬ 


ed with 2,000 hours toward 
their apprenticeship. They 
then go out and work in in¬ 
dustry,” Dort says. This two- 
year on-the-job training fills 


out their education with 
things like timber and roof 
framing, preparing them to 
become journeymen car¬ 
penters, the highest rank.

Smith’s doctors warned 


I Killed my Mother Canada's 
shot at Oscar foreign film 


Three pharmacists cautioned against drugs, say affidavits 


A Los Angeles pharma¬ 
cist told reality TV star 
Anna Nicole Smith’s in¬ 
ternist that the drugs 
the internist prescribed 
to the model after her 
son died were “pharma¬ 
ceutical suicide/’ ac¬ 
cording to unsealed 
documents written by 
state officials. 

Smith’s doctors were 
warned about prescrip¬ 
tion drugs by three phar¬ 
macists, according to 
unsealed affidavits ob¬ 
tained Monday by the Los 
Angeles Times. 

The pharmacist refused 
to fill the prescriptions 
and later recalled think¬ 
ing, “They are going to 
kill her with this.” 

The documents are part 
of an investigation of the 
role that Smith’s doctors, 
psychiatrist Khristine 
Eroshevich and internist 
Sandeep Kapoor, had in 
her overdose death in 
February 2007. 

The physicians and 
Smith’s boyfriend and at¬ 
torney Howard K. Stern 
pleaded not guilty May 13 


to conspiring to illegally 
provide her with con¬ 
trolled substances. 

A preliminary hearing 
is scheduled for next 
month. 

In court papers filed 
last week, prosecutors 
said they plan to call the 
model’s bodyguard and 
Larry Birlchead, the fa¬ 
ther of her daughter, 

Dannielynn, as witnesses. 

The documents also 
cite evidence that both 
physicians crossed profes¬ 
sional boundaries by hav¬ 
ing sexual contact with 
their famous patient. 

Calls to attorneys rep¬ 
resenting Eroshevich and 
Kapoor were not immedi¬ 
ately returned Monday. 

The first request for 
drugs for the former Play¬ 
boy Playmate came five 
days after her son died 
and asked for two seda¬ 
tives, 300 tablets of 
methadone, a muscle re- 
laxer, an anti-inflamma¬ 
tory drug and four

INGREDIENTS: 

2 lbs (1 kg) beef stew meat, 
cut into 1-in. (2.5 cm) 
cubes 

2 tbsp (25 mL) canola oil 

3 cups (750 mL) apple 
cider or juice 

2 tbsp (25 mL) cider vine¬ 
gar 

2 tsp (10 mL) salt, optional 
1/4 to 1/2 tsp (1 to 2 mL) 
dried thyme 

1/4 tsp (1 mL) pepper 

3 medium potatoes, 
peeled and cubed 

4 medium carrots, cut into 
3/4-in. (2 cm) pieces 

3 celery ribs, cut into 3/4- 
in. (2 cm) pieces 
2 medium onions, cut into 
wedges 

1/4 cup (50 mL) all-purpose 
flour 

1/4 cup (50 mL) water 

METHOD: 

1. In Dutch oven, brown 


beef on all sides in oil over 
medium-high heat; drain. 
Add cider, vinegar, salt if 
desired, thyme and 
pepper; bring to boil. Re¬ 
duce heat; cover and sim¬ 
mer 11/4 hours. 

2. Add potatoes, carrots, 
celery and onions; return 
to boil. Reduce heat; cover 
and simmer 30-35 minutes 
or until beef and 
vegetables are tender. 

3. Combine flour and wa¬ 
ter until smooth; stir into 
stew. Bring to boil; cook 
and stir 2 minutes or until 
slightly thickened.
